Council OKs increases

in building permit fbes 


Tbe Romulus City Council, with 
one abstention, approved a 
recommendation of the mayor and 
city building department that all 
building permit fees be increased, 
effective immediately. The one 
abstaining vote was cast by Coun- 
cilman Gerry Canejo. 

In a letter to the City Council, 
Mayor William Oakley cited the 
steadily rising costs of performing 
inspections by licensed city in- 
spectors. required education, 
clerical work, memberships and 
other administrative expenses as 
reasons for his recommendation. 

In a supporting memorandum, 
George Bingham, building director, 


stated that “the fees charged by the 
Building Department for its various 
permits generally have been un- 
changed since before Romulus 
became a city,” and have made 
Romulus’ fee schedule extremely 
low compared to nearby 
municipalities. 

Bingham also noted that the basic 
building permit fee of $10 for the 
first $1,000 of cost and $4 for each 
additional $1,000 of cost remains 
inchanged. 

The principal areas of permit fee 
increases are in the areas of city 
certification inspections and 
plumbing, heating— refrigeration 
and electrical inspections. These 


required inspections are of the work 
of licensed contractors by licensed 
specialists in these construction 
trades. The permit fees for main- 
tenance and improvement of 
residential property have been in- 
creased the least, Bingham con- 
cluded. 

In urging adoption of the revised 
fee schedule, Mayor Oakley said he 
believed the new fees would more 
reasonably reflect the actual cost of 
the Building Department’s 
operation, as well as costs per 
square foot of construction.

Screening Council for Volunteer 


Organizations, Inc. 

Tests given at the free screening 
will include height, weight, blood 
pressure, low-blood anemia, vision, 
counseling and referral. At some 
locations, free screening also will be 
given for hearing, sickle cell 
anemia, glaucoma, health hazard 
appraisal and oral. 

Local residents who plan to avail 
themselves of the free health 
screening should come prepared to 
give the name and address of their 
family physician. 


Sponsors of Project Health 1980 
explain that the tests are designed to 
alert citizens to possible health 
problems. Should test results fall 
outside normal limits, residents will 
be referred to their family doctors. 
Those persons without a regular 
family doctor will be told where to 
go for medical help.

Although costly in terms of 
education and money, the teacher 
strike in Romulus, now entering its 
third week, is giving some 6,000 
students an unexpected and ex- 
tended vacation. 

Latest word from the Romulus 
school system is that it will go to 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
tomorrow to seek an injunction to 
enjoin teachers from striking. 

Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, personnel 
and employee relations manager, 
who has been serving as chief 
negotiator for the school system, 
Monday said Romulus has joined the 
Gibraltar, Southgate and 
Woodhaven School districts in 
pursuing legal action to stop the 
local strike. 

The three neighboring school 
districts acted earlier in seeking the 
help of the courts and are awaiting 
word on their efforts. 

The four school districts were 
chosen by the Wayne County- 
Michigan Education Association- 
National Education Association 
(WC-MEA-NEA) from its 14- 
member school districts as target 
areas in which teacher strikes were 
hoped to influence stalled contract 
talks. 

By joining together last year, the 
newly-formed group hoped to exert 
more leverage at the bargaining 
table. However, under state law, 
strikes by public school teachers are 
illegal. 

LeCesne said the Romulus school 
board is sticking to its latest wage 
offer of a 26 percent salary increase 
over a 3-year period. 8 percent for 
the first year and 9 percent for each 
of the remaining two years. 

He said the WC-MEA-NEA is 
holding out for a 34 percent salary 
boost over three years, 10 percent 
for the first year and 12 percent for 
the last two years 
Under the board s 26 percent 
offer, teachers at the top end of the 
salary scale with an education 
specialist degree would earn $33,362 
after three years. This contrasts to 
$35,876 under the teachers’ union 
group demand of 34 percent after 
three years. 

LeCesne said two of the 14 school 
districts in the WC-MEA-NEA group 
have settled for a 2 percent pay hike 
over three yars. They are Lincoln 
Park and Allen Park. In Crestwood 
in Dearborn Heights, teachers ac- 
cepted a 28 percent pay boost over 
three years, he said. 

He said a meeting of the Romulus 
school system and WC-MEA-NEA, 
scheduled for last Friday, was 
called off when the union group 
failed to notify the mediator in the 
case of their intentions to attend. 

AJ Gaiss, public relations con- 
sultant for WC-MEA-NEA, last week 
said nearly 1,000 teachers from the 
group’s 14 school districts picketed 
at Romulus High School to show 
their support for their 1,100 striking 
teacher colleagues in Romulus, 
Woodhaven, Gibraltar and 
Woodhaven. 

He said the picketing was 
highlighted by the return of six 
Romulus teachers who had begun 
walking from the steps of the State 
Capitol in Lansing the previous 
Monday. 

He said many teachers from 
Ingham, Lenawee, Washtenaw and 
. Wayne counties accompanied the six 
teachers on their 90-mile trek 
George Alpervitz, president of the 
3,600-member WC-MEA-NEA, 
commented last Wednesday: “Our 
teachers have walked 90 plus miles 
during the past three days to show 
citizens of this state and county that 
they are deserving of a new contract 
which is fair and equitable to the 
realities of the day. 

“After working six months 
without a contract, teachers had two 
choices — one, to strike and bring 
this issue to its conclusion, or two to 
continue working and in all 
likelihood work the entire school 
year without a contract. 

“We chose to strike We believe it 
is time new contracts were 
negotiated ’’ 

Regardless of the outcome of the 
strike or what sort of contract set- 
tlement is reached, at least 50 
Romulus teachers will face layoffs, 
said Marvin Fischer, interim 
superintendent. 

He explained that it will lake that 
many teacher terminations for the 
school board to balance its budget 
Fischer said a letter, sent recently 
by the school system to parents, 
reminded them that days lost as a 
result of the teacher strike would 
have to be made up to comply with 
the state law requiring 180 days of 
school for all public school students 


If not made up, days lost could 
result in a substantial loss in 
revenues for the Romulus school 
system in state aid. 

Romulus school officials have not 
commented on the need for more 
millage should a contract be signed 
'that would exceed the school 
district’s ability to pay. 

Should the school board agree to 
pay hike higher than its latest 26 
percent offer, in all likelihood 


taxpayers in the ROmulus school 
district would be asked for ad- 
ditional millage to bail local schools 
out. 

If the school board sticks to its 
guns, insisting that it cannot pay 
more than the 26 percent figure over 
the next three years, then the out- 
come of the teacher strike and a 
contract settlement may have to be 
decided in the courts. 


Council rejects 
bids for park's 
handball courts 


Action taken last week by the 
Romulus City Council included 
rejection of all bids for construction 
of an outdoor handball court at 
Elmer Johnson Park. 

Bids received Jan. 31. 1980, ranged 
from a low of $59,287 to a high of 
$83,095, far above the consulting 
engineer’s estimate of between 
$30,000 to $35,000.

The council vote followed the 
recommendation of Mayor William 
M. Oakley. 

In other action, the council ap- 
proved letting of bids for the pur- 
chase of 1,000 feet of 14-inch fire 
hose, 1,000 feet of 24-inch fire hose 
and four Scott air paks. 

Raymond Cantrell, city pur- 
chasing director, said funds for the 
equipment’s purchase would come 


from a check to the city for $5,815 
from the Clark Oil Co. He explained 
that Clark reimbursed the city for 
fire fighting equipment destroyed 
when the city fire department 
helped battle the explosion and fire 
recently at the Clark Oil Co. tank 
farm in Taylor. 

The funds received from Clark 
Oil Co. will be more than sufficient 
to cover the cost,’’ Cantrell’s 
memorandum to council stated 
Council also voted to let bids for 
contractual weed cutting services, 
mainly for vacant lots in the city. 
The action was recommended by the 
mayor. 

According to information supplied 
to the mayor by Lee Silvey, or- 
dinance director, an estimated 
$i 2.000 will be needed. 

The council ilso voted to re- 
appoint Wayne Avery, president of 
the Romulus school hoard, to the 
Romulus Planning Commission 
Oakley had contacted the school 
board, asking if it wished to 
recommend Avery for re- 
appointment or select another board 
member to serve on the commission 
for the next three years. 

The mayor stated in his letter that 
he believed at least one school board 
member should serve on the plan- 
ning body to reflect the opinion of the 
local school district. 

Ihe board informed the mayor 
that it wished to keep Avery on the 
planning commission.

Consumer support grows 


Texaco, Standard Oil 


added to gas boycott

A consumer boycott of the Exxon 
Carp, has been expanded to include 
two more of the oil industry’s 
leading profit makers — Standard 
Oil and Texaco 

The boycott* is being spearheaded 
by the Consumers League for Fair 
Pricing, the brainchild of Ypsilanti 
Township resident Lonnie White. 

According to White, the two firms 
have been added to the boycott 
because both have numerous 
stations throughout Michigan, 
recorded high profits in 1979 and are 
using a minimal portion of those 
profits for new oil exploration. 

So far the league has collected 
more than 500 signatures on 


petitions supporting the boycott. 
White says that figure will jump 
quickly as soon as figures are in on 
petitions circulating in the Saline 
and Milan areas. 

“We demand a return on these 
ridiculously high profits of the oil 
companies in the form of lower 
prices,” White said. “It’s our turn to 
make demands, and we demand to 
be treated fairly.” 

White went on to say that con- 
sumers have done little in the past to 
fight gasoline price increases, 
believing the increases would 
eventually level off, but indications 
that gasoline may cost as much as $2 
a gallon by the end of the year 
“indicates consumers have been 
naive in their expectations.” 

According to White, the boycott 
has been endorsed by UAW Local 176 


and Ypsilanti Township Supervisor 
Ron Allen, and is being aided by Stu 
Mulligan, acting financial secretary 
of UAW Local 735 And reportedly 
Mulligan wants the boycott to be 
endorsed by the local’s membership 
With the help of volunteers, White 
has compiled a list of gasoline prices 
in the area, showing a 23-cent dif- 
ference in per gallon costs.^ The 


prices range from $109 per gallon for 
regular and $113 for unleaded at 
some Boron gas stations to $1.32 
cents a gallon lor regular and $1.36 
lor unleaded at Union 76 stations 
It s time the consumer stopped 
sitting on their hands, protecting 
themselves,” he added “We’ve 
Jx*en ripped off and led like lost 
sheep, now it’s our turn . 


The Consumers League for Fair 
Pricing, w hile helping to forward the 
boycott movement, also is seeking 
donations to get the word out White 
hopes to have the price lists printed 
up for public distribution so they can 
serve as a consumer guide for 
gasoline purchases. 

“We gave the people the chance, 
now* it’s up to the people,” he said 


And actually all they have to do in 
the morning is tell themselves 
they're not going to do business with 
those three companies.”

loses 

appeal 

The Michigan Supreme Court has 
refused to hear an appeal from Van 
Buren Township on an order of a 
Wayne County Circuit Court judge to 
approve a sewer hookup for a mobile 
home developer. 

Richard G. James, township at- 
torney, told last week’s meeting of 
the township board that all legal 
appeals to state courts have now 
been exhausted. He said it was now 
up to the plaintiffs as to what course 
the case would take 

The board's refusal to follow the 
order of Judge Charles Kaufman 
landed them in the Wayne County 
Jail for one day in December 1978 
and for eight days in March 1979. 

The board contended that the 
judge did not have the legal right to 
order them how to vote and that his 
order usurped their official duties as 
elected officials of the township. 

The board also refused to approve 
the hookup to the Ypsilanti sewer 
system because they believed it 
would further jeopardize pollution in 
Belleville Lake and would violate 
terms of a sewage disposal pact with 
several ddwnriver communities. 

Under that contract, Van Buren is 
committed to send its sewage 
through the downriver system. 

Trie case involving the sewer 
hookup and the board’s in- 
carceration in jail made national 
headlines. Strong support for the 
board’s stand came from all 
segments of the Van Buren com- 
munity. 

The case began back in 1972 when 
the mobile home developer 
bypassed the normal township 
channels and succeeded in having 
Judge Kaufman approve zoning for 
the mobile home park. 

Whether the township will take the 
case to a higher court outside the 
jurisdiction of the State of Michigan 
is undecided at the moment. 

When Judge Kaufman released 
the five jailed members of the board 
who refused to sign the sewer 
agreement two other board mem- 
bers were released after one day 
when they agreed to the judge’s 
order) they agreed to follow the 
court’s order after they had 
exhausted all legal avenues to ap- 
peal the case. 

Should any or all of the five board 
members now refuse to sign the 
sewer agreement, they face the 
distinct possibility of again being 
jailed. 

During the time they were jailed 
on the second occasion, the board 
also received written and telephoned 
support from many state com- 
munities and from many areas 
across the nation.

Sumpter Township last week 
voted to adopt a new ordinance to 
forbid dumping of sewage sludge 
from Detroit at the City Sand & 
Landfill, located on Willow Road, a 
quarter mile west of Sumpter Road 

The township board voted 
unanimously to authorize the 
tow nship .attorney, Robert Pollice, 
to draft an ordinance that would stop 
the landfill from bringing in the 
sludge. 

Although the Wayne County Board 
of Health notified the township that 
the sludge was treated prior to its 
being brought out to the landfill site 
in Sumpter, township residents have 
teen up in arms over the matter 

Supervisor Robert K. Demski told 
the Enterprise that to his know ledge 
the sludge was sewage and not in- 
dustrial waste. He said the sludge 
was not suitable for use as top soil, 
but only for (lumping in the landfill 


VB board OKs rent increases 


Accepting one of the two 
recommendations made by its 
auditor, the Van Buren Township 
Board last week voted to hike the 
rent for three full-time occupants of 
the old township hall in Belleville. 

Ron Traskos recommended that 
current rentals be increased by 12 ' ■> 
percent* to compensate for spiraling 
inflation and projected costs for 
utilities. 

He told the board that his review' 
of utility bills for the old township 
hall for the last two years showed an 
increase of 15 percent for each of the 
years. Of the $4,800 received by the 
township in rent for the last two 
years, $2,117 went for utilities and 
$2,683 represented the funds used as 
cash flow. 

The new rate will now boost 
monthly rent for Associated 
Newspapers from $200 to $225, 
Adventure Travel Service from $150 
to $170, and the Belleville Chamber 
of Commerce from $50 to $55 

Trustee Fred Domen asked 
Traskos where the rental money 
went and was told it went directly 
into the township's general fund 

Gary Sampson, owner of the 
Adventure Travel Service, 
disagreed with Traskos that rentals 


had been frozen over the last two 
years He sAid his rent had been 
boosted from the original $125 to $150 
per month. 

Sampson said he was there to 
complain about a heat problem in 
his quarters at the front of the old 
township hall and to reveal the run- 
down condition of the roof over the 
tedding 

He exhibited two pieces of old roof 
shingle that he said had fallen into 
the yard around the building. 

Domen agreed that the cash flow- 
left over after utility bills were paid 
should go toward repairing the roof 
and windows and to maintain the old 
structure 

An occupied building is better 
than an unoccupied building,” he 
declared “1 don’t think the rent 
increases are out of line .’’ 

Supervisor Pat Cullin said the 
township had proposed to make 
needed improvements on the 
tedding, but had to back off due to 
lack of funds 

M The building is 103 years old,” 
Sampson stressed “The renters 
should not have to bear the brunt of 
expenses ” 

The board approved a motion by 
Trustee Joe DiDia to have the 


township building inspector inspect 
the building to see what needs to be 
repaired 

Sampson told the board that he 
personally has sp£nt $4,000 for 
improvements to his quarters over 
the last two years, including in- 
stallation of a new screen door and 


storm windows. 

He contended it was “unfair” for 
renters who had spent that amount 
of money for improvements to be 
“bumped” with rental increases/ 
Discussion ended with Sampson 
admitting: “Tfie building does have 
a lot of character.” 


Local citizens turned out in force 
at several township board meetings 
to protest the possibility that sludge 
would be dumped at City Sand & 
Landfill. The board ended up voting 
against the sludge dumping 

Last week’s action to adopt an 
ordinance against the sludge 
dumping came upon Ihe recom- 
mendation of the township engineer. 
He advised that if the landfill 
violated terms of the ordinance it 
should be made to go to court on the 
matter. 

The landfill site has be^n used for 
that purpose for the last 20 years. 
Demski said, and has been owned by 
Anthony Soave for the last six years. 
The landfill firms currently pays the 
township $15,000 a year under 
provisions of a 20-year contract. 

Some months ago. the township 
held up the landfill’s license until 
several violations had been cleared 
up, the supervisor said 

Recently. City Sand & Landfill had 
requested permission from the 
township to fill jn part of its total 
acreage where sand had been 
removed. Although the State 
Department of Natural Resources 
and the county Board of Health had 
given the landfill firm a “clean bill 
of health' . said Demski. the 
township has taken no action on 
their request. 

The supervisor said that it is likely 
the matter will end up on coqrt. 


3 1 short ' Haggerty roads 

renamed by VB board 


Three short stretches of roadway, 
all called Haggerty Road on area 
maps, were all renamed in action, 
taken last week, by the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees 
The board approved recom- 
mendations for the renaming, made 
by Cathy Horste, tow nship historian 

The short stretch of Haggerty 
Road going north from Huron River 
Dnve w ill be called French Landing 
Road The roadway back in the 1830s 
was a. main street that led to the old 
French landing Village The village 
came to an end in 1922 when land 
was sold to Detroit Edison to build 


the dam which now stands in that 
area. Horste said 
A shorter section, named Haggerty 
Raid, which runs north from Edison 
Lake Road to just |Sast Alden Avenue 
was renamed Coy Farm Road 
Horste said the Coy family which 
came to the area about 1830 
originallv owned the land 
She said that in 1892 Dr Albert 
Coy attempted to build a dam. but 
that it caved in His descendants 
sold the land to Detroit Edison in 
1922. and the giant utility built the 
French Landing Dam using the 
earth embankment constructed by 
Dr Coy 


A third strelc(i ol Haggerly Road 
which runs south from the South 
Service Drive of 1-94 was renamed 
tekeview Court Horste explained to 
the board that Lakeview Court now 
runs a short distance south of that 
stretch of Haggerty Road and 
deadends at Belleville Lake. Her 
recommendation now renames the 
combined length of the two road- 
ways as lakeview Court 

Renaming of the three sections of 
Haggerty Road north of Huron River 
Drive will eliminate much confusion 
and a Iso serve to honor early settlers 
of Ihe area, she explained

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Know your laws 


This is one in a series of public service articles 
explaining, in general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law Individuals who wish to determine 
the effect on their private legal affairs should 
consult with a private attorney.

Because of the national policy to convert to metric 
units of measure and the unprecedented rise in the 
price of oil, the Michigan consumer is now con- 
fronted with three different methods of pricing at 
the gasoline pump. 

Gasoline may now be priced at the pump by the 
liter, which is slightly more than a quarter of a 
gallon, bv the half gallon, as well as by the gallon. 

When gasoline is sold by the liter three prices 
must be displayed on the pump. The total amount of 
the sale. The price per liter and the corresponding 
price per gallon. For example, a gasoline pump 
displaying a selling price of 30 cewnts a liter must 
also display the equivalent price, when computed in 
U S gallons, of $1.13. 

Gasoline being sold at the pump by the half gallon 
is a direct result of the rapid increase in the cost of 
oil since older style gas pumps were unable to 
register prices above 99.9 cents a gallon. The 
continued use of such pumps is being allowed until 


|y sat 


such time as the necessary conversions to a new 
system can be made. 

Pricing by the half gallon is permitted only when 
labels are affixed to both faces of the dispenser with 
letters and numerals of the same height and 
existing width of existing letters and numerals on 
the dispenser. 

The unit price listed on the pump meter must be 
labeled •‘cents per half gallon”. The amount of the 
sale represented on the pump must have the words 
immediately beneath it stating “half total sale” in 
additon to having a sign posted on top of the 
dispenser stating that the dispenser is temporarily 
computing by one-half gallon price and that the 
price represented on the dispenser face is one half 
the total price of the sale. • 

These regulations are designed to protect the 
consumer by clearly marking the amount of 
gasoline purchased and the per-unit price.

Helping you say it right 
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Treasurer wants to 'give' away money 


Despite Wayne County’s weak 
financial position, Treasurer 
Raymond J. Wojtowicz is looking to 
give money away— but he would 
rather not give it to the state 
treasury where it will be deposited 
by May. unless 93 private citizens 
show to collect an aggregate $50,000 
rightfully theirs. 

Wojtowicz has been holding the 
money and unsuccessfully searching 
for claimants for six years. Under 
state statute governing care and 
custody of unclaimed, uncalled for 
or abandoned property, the money 
must be turned over to the state 
after seven years. 

The money belongs to people with 
no known address or other means for 
contact, Wojtowicz reports. He said 
they could be confined to nursing or 
convalescent homes and have no 
outside contact, or could have 
moved to another state without 
leaving a forwarding address except 
among relatives, close friends and 
immediate past neighbors. 

"What a shame that these people 
stand to lose several hundreds of 
dollars simply because we don’t 
know how to locate them. In several 
instances, the parties are owed 
several thousand of dollars,” 
Wojtowicz said. 

"I am hoping that some friend or 
relative of these people will read or 
hear of this situation, recognize 
some of the names involved, and 
alert them to what is about to 
happen,” said Wojtowicz. 

He emphasized that his office has 
no information on the deserving 
claimants other than just name and 


amount owed Many of them are due 
the money because they are sur- 
vivors of an estate, insurance 
beneficiaries or legatees awarded 
settlements through Probate Court, 
Wojtowicz explained 

The money could be owning on 
either tangible or intangible 
property and could include cash, 
stocks and bonds and other 
securities, bills of exchange, un- 
claimed wages, traveler’s checks, 
outstanding personal checks and 
unclaimed certificates of deposit 
such as for gift certificates. 

Wojtowicz is urging any person on 
the following list to contact him 
directly by calling 224-5950. With 
proper identification, the money will 
be turned over to them immediately. 
W'ojtowicz said that others who think 
they know any person on the list 
should also call.

Later, during a seance, the 
“spirits” would return the stolen 
object to the grateful — and dumb- 
founded — person. 

But how about the information — 
unknown to anybody but the person 
himself sitting for a seance — which 
the medium provides through a 
contact (or “guide”) in the spirit 
world 7 

The secret of those “hits,” says 
Keene, are spies — not spirits. 

Mediums who comprise what 
Keene calls “the psychic mafia” 
keep files on “seance freaks” and 
swap their confidential items with 
other mediums 

Keene says he himself “made a 
habit of carrying a small notepad in 
my pocket and jotting down every 
casual remark which would provide 
me later with messages’ from the 
spirit world ” 

“Rarely did I use such in- 
formation soon after picking it up,” 
he said “The rule was to wait until 


the individual had forgotten 
everything about the conversation 
and then, out of the blue, spring on 
him during a seance some juicy 
morsel which he himself had 
provided ” 

How does Keene account for ec- 
toplasm — the mysterious substance 
in which the spirits of the dead 
clothe themselves in order to appear 
in bodily, tangible form 7 Chiffon! 

“The average person has no 
conception of how compressible 
chiffon is,” says Keene 

“Enormous quantities of it can be 
wadded into a ball small enough for 
a man to hide in his undershorts. On 
occasion I have been searched down 
to my underwear and my con- 
traband ectoplasm never found .” 


In the darkened seance room 
where he was all but invisible. 
Keene says he w ould unroll a ball of 
white chiffon and wind it around 
lumself until it enveloped him What 
the sitter thought he was seeing w as 
a spirit materializing 

After 13 years of perpetrating such 
hoaxes, during which time he 
became rich and famous. Keene 
“sickened of the whole mess” and 
quit. 

In a book, “The Psychic Mafia,” 
he blasts the cover off the 
multimillion-dollar occult un 
derworld 

This does not necessarily mean 
that there are no such things as 
spirits or a spirit world — or that 
“good mediums” don’t exist 


Even if it did mean that, people 
probably would continue to believe 
in spirit manifestations. 

The average person is prone to 
overbelief,” said Rev William V 
Rauscher in a foreward to Keene’s 
book and is exceedingly easy to 
fool ” 

He refers to Minotti’s opera. “The 
Medium.” in which Madame Flora, 
the fake medium, admits she is a 

fraud. 

But the believers won’t give up 
their faith in her. 

They clamor, “Please let us have 
one more seance. Madame Flora. 
This is the only joy we have in our 
lives Let us have it once more, just 
once more.”

Robert Tillotson of Romulus and 
Jerome Switch of Wayne are using 
•their love of skiing to help han- 
dicapped students overcome their 
disabilities. 

'Hllotson and Switch, seniors at 
Michigan State University, are 
volunteers in a therapeutic 


recreation program for handicapped 
students from the Michigan School 
for the Blind in Lansing. 

Each Wednesday, from December 
through March. MSU students and 
other volunteers assist 46 han- 
dicapped children and young adults, 
ages 7-26. in learning downhill and 


cross country skiing 
Winter sports are important to the 
handicapped students, said Debra 
Stuart, therapeutic recreation 
director at MSB, because of the lack 
of activities for them during the cold 
weather Participation in sports can 
help them learn to enjoy the winter 


months, she said, and, if their 
families ski, can provide them with 
an activity the whole family can 
enjoy. 

The techniques used in teaching 
the students to ski are based on those 
used in two blind skiing program,

Blind students are not the only 
ones taking part in the MSB ski 
program Students with other 
handicaps also participate. 

Although an MSB therapeutic 
recreation representative is present 
at each ski outing, it is the volun- 
teers who really make the program 
available to the students, Stuart 
said. 

The technique used in downhill 
skiing is a certified technique 
developed by French ski champion 
Jean Eymere, the founder of BOLD, 
who was blinded by sugar diabetes. 

The student holds on to the middle 
of a balance pole while two volun- 
teers one at either end of the pole, 
guide him down the slope. As the 
student’s body awareness and 
coordination improve, one volunteer 
will hold on to the pole and even- 
tually the student will ski down the 
slope on his own, aided by physical 


or verbal directions from one of the 
volunteers. 

For cross country skiing, each 
student is paired with a volunteer 
who instructs him in the basics of 
cross country skiing and directs him 
through the course. 

The volunteer-student relationship 
has a reciprocal effect in that each 
is learning from the other, Stuart 
said. 


‘ The volunteers are able to see 
improvements in the students’ 
agility, confidence, self-image and 
social awareness, ” she said. “It is a 
chance for the volunteers to make a 
difference for someone else.’’ 

Tillotson, majoring in medical 
technology at MSU, is the son of Mr 
and Mrs. James Tillotson of 
Prescott He is a 1976 graduate of 
Huron High School. 

Switch, a zoology major, is the son 
of Mrs. Helen Marcic.

Hiding behind 
fictitious names 


. A member of the Wayne-Westland Board of Education came to 
us the other day with a concern. Fred Warmbier, the trustee, 
presented a problem shared by this and almost every newspaper. 

There are people out there in readershipland that hide behind 
fictitious names. Apparently there was one such incident recently 
when a Len Grant wrote on these pages and criticized the Wayne- 
Westland school system. 

Grant pointed out that the recent exodus of well-qualified 

( educators toother school districts, apparently was the beginning 
of the end of a fine school system. He also stated that he was a 
teacher in the Wayne-Westland schools. No such name turns up in 
personnel lists of records, according to school officials. 

Nonetheless “Grant's” letter and his criticism was on these 
pages for everyone to read. 

“I have an expressed concern about the validity and the 
comments made by the letterwriter,” Warmbier said. “I would 
like to speak to this person personally. He can contact me at my 
home or he can contact any member of our board of education — 
I’m sure all of us are sincerely concerned about his comments. 

“And I also am wondering how the newspapers go about 
checking the facts of people who write you? Do you have a 
system?” Warmbier asks. 

Most newspapers don’t. We accept letters on the basis that the 
writer has something of value and pertinence to say to the 
community. We ask for addresses and telephone numbers to 
check verification, but, as anyone who has worked or been 
associated with newspapers knows — most of these letters will 
wind up in print if they are not libelous. 

Warmbier went on to say, “that we have heard this comment 
(that teachers are leaving and unqualified people are filling the 
ranks) in rumor form, but it has never come out in the open. 

“And all of this mobility — administrators taking jobs in other 
school districts — is not actually bad. These people have moved 
up — it’s an upward movement. 

“I hope that the person who wrote the letter will contact us — 
and we promise to keep his identity a secret — so that we can 
discuss and resolve any problems,” Warmbier added. 

And so do we.

Alcoholism is 
1 big business' 

Your recent editorial opinions article entitled “A Tragedy: Cutting Beds 
at Hospital” was shocking to say the least. 

For sure, the next person needing an emergency hospital could very well 
be me or my loved ones. 

Your article disturbs me though beyond that point of self concern. 

What really troubles me is what can the lowly taxpayer do about it? 

Just recently, your newspaper was credited with uncovering the 
fraudulent and illegal operations within CUFA for which I am very thankful. 

That is why I am writing you now, maybe you can do something about this 
problem too. 

If you really want to find the answers (or some of them) to the “bed- 
cutting” at hospitals, you could start an effective search for the answers to 
“why” by starting close to home. 

Take a good look at the PCHA hospitals, and ask for answers to some of the 
following questions: 1) How many drug-alcohol patients are admitted under 
the diagnosis of “depressive neurosis?” 

2) Why are so many admitted under this diagnosis? ( It’s magic, it will get 
you in a lot faster than a stroke or heart attack; 

3) Why are these patients given immediate attention and admittance? 
(Records will prove this ); 

4) What percentage are repeaters? 4, 5 and even 6 times within a year at 
one hospital. Then, they can he readmitted at another hospital (Records 
prove this.); 

5) How much money does alcoholism cost the taxpayer? Hospital records 
and Blue Cross records will show it is becoming (if not now) the biggest 
money-making business as far as doctors, hospitals, therapy programs and 
B.C. is concerned 

But look who’s paying for it! 

Oh sure, the hospitals and Blue Cross will tell you alcoholism is a 
“disease” as proclaimed by the health industry itself. Isn’t that convenient? 

They’ll even tell you alcoholism is the same as diabetes — that you are 
bom with it. ( Go ahead and, ask that question ) . 

While you’re at it, find out what it costs the taxpayers when a patient is

Have a friend (one who works for one of the auto companies) call Blue 
Cross and ask how he can get into the hospital for alcohol or drug treatment 
and (2) how long he can stay, (3) how many total days can be stay in the 
hospital in a year. Ask too, how much out-patient treatment he is entitled to 
under BC. 

Well, you’ve got the ball in your court now. Let’s see what your paper can 
doabout it. I know I’m powerless as I’m only one!

Political suicide

There are a lot of ways to commit political suicide. 

Former Michigan Governor George Romney did it with words. 
Do you remember his "I was brainwashed” statement? That 
apparently led to Romney’s demise during the Presidential 
Campaign of 1968. 

Then, of course, some people like U S. Rep. Charles C. Diggs Jr. 
(D-Mich.) and Rep. Daniel J. Flood (D-Pa.) learned that if they 
can’t beat inflation, they have control over other sources. Diggs, if 
you recall, was recently convicted in federal court of mail fraud 
and receiving kickbacks from salaries of his congressional em- 
ployees. 

Flood has been in federal court, arguing that he is innocent of 
taking bribes. A retrial has been set in that case after the seasoned 
politician became ill. 

And then there is that very ancient way of destroying one’s 
political career. Women. Attractive ones. You remember the case 
of U S. Rep. Wayne Hayes, who served as House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman. 

And while he wasn’t pre-occupied about the financial state of the 
union, he kept a secretary who didn’t know one pica from another. 

‘ One of Hayes’ colleagues in Congress, Wilbur Mills of Arkansas, 
also got in a heap of trouble for hanging around a gorgeous strip- 
per, Fannie Fox. 

Then there is — and was — Chappaquiddick. 

Most of these well-publicized events and people came out of 
political saunas created by intrigue. And most have slipped back 
into their rightful niches of obscurity. 

So, when a caller yesterday informed me that, “What the hell are 
our local representatives doing, voting for Coleman Young’s 
Folly?” the words hit as a jackhammer against a wall. Reps Tom 
Brown (D-Westland), Ed Mahalak (D-Romulus) and Gary Owen 
(D-Ypsilanti) did, indeed, vote to approve a House resolution which 
paved the way for financing a preliminary study for a subway in 
Detroit in an area which has become known as the Woodward 
Corridor. 

One of the callers went as far as to say that Brown cast the 
decisive vote in that resolution. Actually it was Democrat James 
O’Neill of Saginaw who is given that dubious honor. O’Neill swit- 
ched his vote a nd gave the resolution the 55th vote it needed to pass. 
But you read all about that in other newspapers 
Why would suburban representatives vote for a Detroit subway? 
And, by giving the plan their vote of approval, were they not ac- 
tually committing political suicide? 

"I don’t think so,” said Rep. Brown. “People tend to forget that 
we voted for a total transportation package in which the subway is 
an integral part. And we did this to qualify for S1.5 billion in federal 
monies. 

Brown stressed that the preliminary study approved by the house 
“is not just for the subway, but for the entire three-county plan.” 

“The subway is the focal point,” Brown continued, “A trans- 
portation system that doesn’t allow or permit an individual to go 
where he or she would like to go is not really a complete trans- 
portation system. 

“Hopefully, the intent of 
the SEMTA (Southeastern 
Michigan Transit 
Authority) plan is to create 
total and balanced public 
transportation for the 
Southeastern Michigan 
area. 

“And all of these 
programs (transportation 
plans) have been aired at 
public meetings,” Brown 
continued, “and people had 
an opportunity to express 
their views and opinions 
then What I think has 
happened is that too much 
accent has been put on the 
subway and not on in- 
forming the people about 
the total transportation 
package ” 

What will the SEMTA package eventually mean for and to this 
area? 

Here’s representative Brown: 

“In the overall transportation package, if it becomes a reality, 
there will have to he commuter train stops at stations to service our 
area We re talking about stations at Belleville Road, or in Canton 
or Wayne and Dearborn — the experts will tell us where. 

“And, you know, we think about commuter trains as vehicles 
taking people back-and-forth to destinations. But think about the 
service it will provide in the realm of education. College students 
would like to live at home and commute. We have the University of 
Michigan in Ann Arbor, Eastern Michigan University in Ypsilanti 
and in Detroit there is Wayne State, University of Detroit, the 
Detroit College of Law — these institutions and their students and 
faculty would make it desirable to have commuter trains. 

“W'hen we think of our area we think about what we do have 
presently — the dial-a-rides ... the Nankin Transit Authority which 
is a local entity — whose existence depends upon SEMTA funds. 
With the approval of the total transportation package, these im- 
provements will be and are guaranteed,” Brown said. 

He sure doesn’t sound like a man who is attempting to commit 
political suicide, does he?

On the brighter side 

How to be a successful person 



Few high school basketball coaches have had success in the past six years 
like Darrell Pursiful of Highland Park. 

The soft-spoken gentleman from Kentucky led his Polar Bears to the state 
championship in 1975 behind the hot -shooting of Terry “Sweet Due” Duerod, 
who now plays for the Detroit Pistons. 

Then in succession, Highland Park went to the regional finals in 1976, to 
the quarter-finals in both 1977 and 1979, to the semi-finals in 1978 and this 
year the Parkers lost in the state championship game to Lansing Eastern. 
The Parkers were the ones who beat Clarkston and Tim McCormick in the 
state semi-f inals to end their 26-0 streak 

And to think that the 5-foot-ll 
“coaching giant” could just as 
easily have coached in this area. 

He has lived in Westland for years 
and was interviewed by Inkster 
Cherry Hill High School when he 
first migrated to Michigan from 
Kentucky 15 years ago. 

However, he chose Highland Park 
High School because they also of- 
fered his teaching wife, Nola, a job 
in the same building with him in 
1965. He was also offered a job at 
Cherry Hill High School then, but his 
wife would have had to teach in a 
separate building and the young 
married couple wanted to be 
together. Lincoln Park also gave the 
29-year-old Kentuckian an interview 
in 1965, but he chose Highland Park 
and the rest is history. 

But let’s go back and trace the history of this highly respected “White 
Shadow” coach who handles a top-flight program at a high school that is 98 
percent black. 


The pudgy, 44-year-old Pursiful, whose suit coat button strains from his 
ample girth, says “Yes sir” and “No sir” as a matter of habit to his in- 
terviewer. He just turned 44 on March 26 and says he has no plans to retire — 
he’s having too much fun! 

He got his first taste of high school basketball in the rural areas of Ken- 
tucky where he played for Lone Jack High School, which had 100 kids in 
grades 7-12. Darrell was a starting guard for three years but his basketball 
team never got past the districts in the state playoffs. 

He coached at Brandenburg, Ky. — Meade County High School — for five 
years with much success. But in 1963, he was head basketball coach and 
head baseball coach with six years experience and a master’s degree, 
making only $5,200 a year. He went into selling life insurance to make more 
money, but soon became disillusioned and wanted to get back into coaching. 

“I called my aunt, Lena Robbins, in Garden City and she arranged three 
interviews at Cherry Hill, Highland Park and Lincoln Park,” Pursiful 
recalled. “All three schools treated us well, but Highland Park offered us the 
best opportunity and we chose to go there. 

Pursiful, a devout Christian, who attends Middlebelt Road Baptist Church 
in Inkster, believes God has directed his steps, even when the talented coach 
wasn’t aware of it. “My early life was a preparation for me to help people I 
deal with now,” he says in the soft Kentuckian drawl that has never left his 
voice. 

But don’t misunderstand — he can talk loud when he wants to. Like to get 
the attention of his basketball players. Or when he leads singing in his 
church. 

“I think they asked me to lead singing because I’m the only one who can 
make them hear me in the back row of the church,” laughs the born-again 
believer who is active in his church. He is also a deacon and has just started 
teaching a class of young adults in Sunday School. “We have a black pastor 
and our congregation is about 50-50 racial mixture and I believe God has 
helped me to stabilize the situation. 

“Before, we had whites moving out but now things have stabilized and we 
are in the best situation we’ve been — spiritually and financially — in a long 
time.” he says.

White qualified for the state finals by beating out 30 other 
challengers in a roll-off and the “all-A” Belleville High sophomore 
proved to be the best in the state in his age group. 

“Michael takes his bowling very seriously,” said his mother,

Lawrence added. 

The results are beginning to show . 
Belleville, Wayne Memorial, Cherry 
Hill and Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud all won league cham- 
pionships this season. Belleville and 
Cherry Hill also placed among the 
top 10 in state competitions. 

From these outstanding teams 
come the bulk of The Associated 
Newspapers’ All-Area swimmers.

Coach of the Year 


Vicchy 's last swim 
season was his best 


Sam Vicchy has dominated the area swim scene 
since he left Kent State 10 years ago to become 
Belleville High head swim coach. 

It will be difficult to imagine a Belleville swim 
team without Vicchy who announced earlier in the 
year that he wanted “to take a year off to spend with 
my family.” 

But before his 
departure The 
Associated Newspapers 
wish to bestow yet 
another honor on this 
gregarious coach who 
led his Tigers to the 
school s first undefeated , 
conference season, an 
over all 13-1 record and 
its first Suburban 8 
League championship 
before placing sixth 
among the Class A state 
powers 

The ANP selected 
Vicchv as its “Coach of 
SAM VICCHY the Year.” 



When Vicchy came on the area coaching scene 
Belleville was mired at the bottom of a league 
dominated by two-time state champions. Dearborn, 
and its cross-town rival. Dearborn Edsel Ford He 
vowed then that he would build a program second to 
none in the league and among the best in the state. 

Vicchy has kept that promise. 

“I have a simple philosophy when it comes to 
coaching,” Vicchy says. “I know f its a cliche, but it’s 
also very true: Nothing produces results faster 
than hard work ’ It pays off in the short and long 
runs .” 

Vicchy may be easy going away from the pool, but 
that all changes when his insatiable thirst to 
develop and coach young athletes takes over at 
poolside. 

“In coaching, I feel, more than anything else, you 
must have patience,” Vicchy says “Results don't 
come immediate, although many think so. A winner 
— a champ — isn’t produced in one day. 

“There has to be interaction between a whole lot 
of people over a period of many years before you 
can eventually see the end result. It takes a team of 
people to make a sw immer out of a guy or girl.” 

We re going to miss Sam round these parts next 
year. 
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Most of these swimmers are 
destined to become collegiate stars 
of the future. 

Swimmers such as Livonia 
Franklin’s Tim Weber. Glenn’s Greg 
Dawkins, Belleville’s Mike Stoelton 
and Canton’s Kirk Albert to name 
just a few should have no problems 
finding their niche on college teams. 

Some 30 prep tankers were 
nominated by area coaches and 
accepted into the elite All-Area club 
this year. Most of them earned 
league and state recognition. Here is 
a brief sketch of each swimmer: 

Belleville, whose two relay teams 
are represented on All-Area, 
finished fourth in the state in the 
medley with Ward Tomich, Mark 
Schofield, Jeff Bullock and Mike 
Stoelton. They set a school record of 
1:30.31 in picking up a state medal. 


TOMICH — A senior who owns 
three varsity records helped Coach 
Sam Vicchy’s Tigers capture their 
first Suburban 8 Conference 
championship and his performance 
also earned him all-league con- 
sideration. “Ward is an excellent 
college prospect,” said Vicchy, “and 
a fine student. If I had coached him 
better he would have been the best 
backstroker in the state.” 

BULLOCK — Designated as one of 
five team captains, Jeff, the “Bull,” 
is a clutch performer on this 
championship team. He helped set 
the medley relay record and also is 
an exceptional butterflyer. He has 
been clocked in 57.9 in that event. 
“Jeff w r as always around when the 
team needed him most,” said 
Vicchy. 

SCHOFIELD - Voted the MVP 


junior on the team, Mark con- 
tributed 183* - points to the Tigers’ 
13-1 over all season. A versatile 
swimmer who has been clocked in 
2:08.4 for the 200-yard individual 
medley, Schofield’s name also can 
be found among the top 10 per- 
formers in the 100-yard breast- 
stroke. He’s been clocked in that 
event in 1:08.7. “Next year this kid 
should really be a terror,” said 
Coach Vicchy. “He has tremendous 
potential.” 

DAWKINS — A sophomore who 
will probably be one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest swimmer in 
Westland John Glenn’s history has 
already made a name for himself in 
state competition. The 15-year-old 
swimmer finished sixth in the 200- 
yard freestyle at state with a school-

Another courtesy from Annie is the fact she’d like to 
share a recipe that her sister served her family on their 
recent visit to Athens, Ga. Since I’ve hardly ever met a 
person who didn’t adore chocolate or souffles, this 
one sounds like sure-fire winner. 

And - - having mentioned the soup I put together 
recently - - she urged me to print it this week since I 
didn’t have the recipe with me to give her over the 
phone. 

And, guys and gals, (whoever the kitchen expert 
might be at your house), give me a buzz or send in any 
recipe you might care to have published in this column. 

NO-BAKE CHOCOLATE SOUFFLE 

3 <1 oz. ) squares unsweetened chocolate 

1 and one-third cups Eagle Brand condensed milk 

2 envelopes unflavored gelatine 
1*2 cups cold water 

i^i cup creme de cacao 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
> i teaspoon salt 
1 cup cold water 

1 cup nonfat dry milk 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

In top of double boiler, melt chocolate; stir in con- 
densed milk. Soften gelatine in 1 4 cups cold water; 
add to chocolate. Place over low heat; stir constantly 
until gelatine is dissolved. Add creme de cacao, vanilla 
and salt. Chill gelatine mixture over ice water until 
consistency of unbeaten egg white. In large bowl, 
combine 1 cup cold water, dry milk and lemon juice. 
Beat until stiff, about 10 minutes. Fold into chilled 
gelatine mixture. Spoon into individual dessert dishes 
or pour into one large serving dish and dole out later. 
Chill about 2 hours or until set. Make 6 to 8 servings. 

Here’s the newcomer to the shoe box file I tested on 
BG last week after spotting it in the latest Better 
Homes and Gardens, one that’s not only delicious but 
super because of its simplicity. Because we prefer 
soups rather thick and with more body. I added the 
mashed potatoes and also some lemon juice. 

VERY EASY BORSCH 

1 envelope dry onion soup mix 

2 16-oz. cans julienne beets (if not available, buy slices 
and cut up yourself.) 

1 16-oz, jar sweet-sour red cabbage 
1 ll-oz. can condensed beef broth 

4 or 5 medium potatoes, boiled and mashed 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 

Dairy sour cream 

In 4-quart kettle prepare onion soup mix according to 
directions. Stir in undrained beets, undrained cabbage 
and broth. Heat through then add lemon juice and 
mashed potatoes (if desired). Serve topped with 
dollops of sour cream. Makes 8-10 servings.

Mohammed Ali who collects the nice fat fee of $75,000 
every time he gives a 30-minute spiel? Or that more 
falsies are sold to American women than all other 
countries combined? 


Although I LOVE Robert Ludlum’s books, his latest 
(and number one on the charts), “The Bourne Iden- 
tity”, left me absolutely limp . . tired . and rather 
bewildered. The ninth in his line of spy thrillers, it was 
far from being one of my favorites. Mainly, because 
there was just too much violence! 

The entire first part, Book I, (and that’s a total of 136 
pages), is filled with gunshots, knifings, 
strangulationsand every type of bodily injury and (( 
mutilation imaginable. I just don’t enjoy those kinds of 
images; blood, broken bones and beatings not making 
for very pleasurable reading fantasies. 

It might have helped if all this wildness had sim- 
mered down in the ensuing chapters but the novel built 
constantly into a nervewracking crescendo. 

For those of us who dote on Ludlum’s fantastic 
stories, though, this one IS different. Some 523 pages 
long, the tale which encompasses Paris, Zurich and 
Washington, is about a man with no memory who is 
given a name - - Jason Bourne. A man who other men 
recognize and lash out in fear and fury to kill, his 
origins are given substance in Paris w here he learns he 
is an international assasin hunted by unseen armies 
belonging to still another assasin, the dreaded and 
notorious Carlos. 

In his final pages, Ludlum describes the 
culmination of the two men’s hatred for each other; 
their unbelievably brutal confrontation being w'hat left A 
this reader just worn out! " 

True Ludlum buffs w'on’t want to miss it, though.

Olympic champions 
show their winning style 
at Joe Louis Arena. 
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Plymouth Symphony to perform 'Passion' 


Robert W. Jones of Schoolcraft College 
is a composer 

You might say he has a “passion” for his 
art — which happens to be the title of his 
new major work to be premiered in 
Plymouth next month. 

When Bob Jones isn’t writing music, he 
is teaching music or he is performing 
music. 

But when is he not composing? Almost 
never. 

Take “Passion.” Originally conceived 
more than a year ago as a piece for a 
community chorus, it has been written 
specifically for the Schoolcraft Com- 
munity Choir and the Plymouth Symphony 
Orchestra. 

“It has taken a tremendously coor- 
dinated effort,” Jones said. 

“I discussed it with Marilyn Jones, (a 
Schoolcraft colleague but no relation) who 
directs the choir, and with Wayne Dunlap, 
then conductor of the Plymouth Sym- 
phony. 

“Next came funding which we secured 
through a grant through Dean Ron Griffith 
of the college’s community services. 

“Finally, the writing, with the heavy 
composing compacted into last August, 
sandwiched between the close of summer 
music school and the start of the fall 
semester. 

“It's not something you can set aside 
once you’re into it. Concentration is a key 
factor in composing and you’ve got to gear 
your thinking to be able to do it well 

“I’ve learned my lesson with ‘Passion,’ 
no more biggies while school is in session. ” 

Jones’ work will be performed April 20 in 
the Plymouth Salem Auditorium. Dr. 
Marilyn Jones will be guest conducting 
that Sunday. 


Other Joneses are involved Bob’s wife, 
Anne, wrote 10 poems for the work based 
on its biblical text. Dave, Marilyn’s 
husband, did the copying and Christopher, 
Bob and Anne’s 17 year-old son. will be 
playing string bass with the orchestra. 

The Jones “Passion” is based on the 
Gospel of St Matthew from the Last 
Supper through the burial of Christ in the 
tomb of Joseph of Aramathia . 

It’s uniqueness is that it portray’s 
Christ’s passion from the vantage and 
point of view of the women involved 
Bob Jones joined Schoolcraft as re&iftent 
composer in 1969 He has produced 30 
pieces since then including “Mass in 
Motion” in 1974, “Pilgrimage,” a 
Bicentennial opera in 1976, and a ballet, 
“Burning Tree,” written with Schoolcraft 
English instructor Ralph Kelley in 1976 for 
the Plymouth Symphony 
A faculty recital this summer will 
consist solely of Jones compositions in- 
cluding a new violin sonata he is writing 
A native of Chicago. Jones earned 
bachelor and master degrees in music at 
California’s University of the Redlands. 
He also took post-graduate courses at the 
University of Minnesota, where he was a 
teaching fellow. 

But according to him, Schoolcraft really 
has been his only teaching post and 
generally he likes the combination of 
teaching and composing. 

With roots from a large city, Bob and 
Anne enjoy living in Detroit’s Ro^edale 
Park Their daughter Gwyneth, 15, like her 
older brother, attends Waldorf High in 
Indian Village. 

“We weren’t sure either of the children 
would be attracted to music, but they’ve 
both gotten interested within the past two 
years,” Jones said “Gwyn is a violinist, 


and Christopher, of course, plays string 
bass.” 

„ Wife Anne also is a musician and joined 
her husband in a recent performance to 
benefit the college's new grand piano 

She prefers prose writing, according to 
Jones, and currently is devoting her ef- 
forts as a features editor of a weekly 
suburban newspaper. 

On the other hand, Bob has little time for 
anything other than music. Even his hobby 
as a model railroader has taken a side 
track. 

Besides composing, teaching, and 
performing, he is organist at the First 


A rare treat for Chaucer lovers will be 
presented at Schoolcraft College on April 
9, when Australian actor Rob Inglis per- 
forms Nevil Coghill’s modern English 
version of “The Canterbury Tales.”

What’s ahead for Bob Jones? Hopefully, 
a sabbatical leave for the winter semester 
in 1981. 

“I plan to use the time to clean up some 
shorter musical works and to complete a 
music appreciation textbook for com- 
munity colleges.” 

“Composition-wise,” Jones said, “I’ve 
done practically every kind of work there 
is — jazz, motion picture score, sym- 
phonic, ballet, opera. 

“I guess the best I can see ahead is 
perhaps bigger and better versions of 
each.”

Inglis trained in London at the Royal

of hypocrasy that ever lived. He has been 
performing his 1-man show, using a table 
and four chairs as props, all over the world 
for six years. 

Inglis believes that Chaucer’s work is 
“like a tonic for the wounds of today. 
Chaucer is realistic, ironical, but joyful.”

Museum adds to Toys of Yesteryear' 


From “Flash Gor- 
don” to Apollo! These 
are the eras spanned by 
recent additions to the 
exhibit, “Toys of 
Yesteryear” at the 
Detroit Historical 
Museum. 

The exhibit, 
highlighting the fine 
antique toy collection of 
Lawrence Wilkinson of 
Miami, Fla., features 
toys from the 1870s to 


the 1940s and both 
European and 
American manufac- 
turers. To these 
Wilkinson has added a 
number of space toys, 
manufactured in the 
last 30 years and 
especially in response to 
the heightened interest 
in the solar system and 
America’s space ex- 
plorations. 

“This marks a new 
area of toy collecting for 


me,” said Wilkinson, 
“and one that I know 
will fascinate visitors to 
the Museum because 
America’s space 
program is so much a 
part of our own recent 
heritage.” 

Included in the new 
collection of toys a 
“Flash Gordon Rocket 
Fighter”, produced in 
1935, and a “Space 
Drome” from 1950. 


Space vehicles, such as 
the Jupiter rockets and 
the Apollo Lunar 
Module “Eager, and 
robots are included as 
well. This collection also 
points out clearly the 
change in toys 
manufactured over the 
past 20 years, for 
almost every one of 
these “space toys” were 
manufactured in Japan 
out of tin and plastic and 
are battery operated.
